Kentucky's undefeated Wildcats 
leave tonight for Nashville, Tennes- 
see, where they will encounter the 
Commodores of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity Wednesday.

The Commo- 
dores have played only two confer- 
ence foes, losing to Georgia Tech. 
44-39. and defeating the Florida 
Alligators, 44-25. 

For the third time within two 
weeks the Big Blue will play a 
Tennessee team.

The game tonight is the first 
name away from home. The Ten 
nesseans have a small gymnasium 
and for this reason, the first varsity 
lineup will start the game. Rupp 
does not intend to take any chances 
and will place the best defensive 
five in the game. 

Following the Vandy contest, the 
Wildcats meet Tennessee on Jan. 
31 in a return game there. The 
actual strength of the team will be 
shown in the encounter with Van- 
derbilt and should Kentucky win 
over the Tennessee aggregation 
there are possibilities that the team 
may finish the season undefeated. 

The ten men whom Rupp will 
take to Nashville are Capt. Carey 
Spicer and McGinnis, forwards; 
Yates and Sale, centers; Johnson, 
Trott, Jake Bronston, Kleiser and 
Worthington, guards. 

At the present time there are 
eight undefeated teams in the con- 
ference race. Thy include the un- 
defeated Georgia quintet with six 
wins; Alabama. Maryland and Au- 
burn with a clean slate of three 
victories and the Wildcats with 
Sewanee with two games won and 
no defeats charged against them.

Prof Edward W. Rannells, head 
ot the university art department, 
will lecture on the exhibit of draw- 
ings and paintings now in the art 
department at 4 p. m. and again at 
?Tp m Wednesday. The exhibit 
is of the work of Elmer A. TOfsDerg. 
a Chicago artist, and Is a special 
loan to the university. 

All of the paintings, except two 
were made five years ago in Fin- 
land, the home of the artists 
people. Each picture required ap- 
proximately two hours to complete, 
so that it provides an excellent 
example of direct and simple tech- 
nique. The drawings are In the 
nature of explanations and criti- 
cisms for his student in life draw- 
ing. According to Professor Ran- 
nells, Mr. Forsberg Is one of the 
few artists in America today who 
believes in thoroughness and exact 
information for his pictures, and 
who looks upon art as a subject 
for hard study, rather than merely 
ah a mode of self-expression, as it 
is considered by many 

In Professor Rannells opinion, 
Mr. Forsberg is one of the really 
good figure draftsman in this coun- 
try, and he is hoping to interest 
more people in Forsberg 's work. It 
is seldom that any extensive show- 
ing of one man's work comes to 
Lexington, and this exhibit there- 
fore affords an extraordinary op- 
portunity for lovers of art at the 
university and in the city.

HOPS ARE TOPIC 
OF RESOLUTIONS 

Fraternities Are Asked to 
Pass on Recommendations 
of Committee on House 
Dances 

Representatives of the fraterni- 
ties of the university, and three 
representatives of the sororities, 
met yesterday with the dean of 
men, the dean of women, and Pres- 
ident McVey, In the president's of- 
fice to discuss the problem of fra- 
ternity house dances. 

A resolution was drawn up and 
will be presented to the members of 
the various social groups of the uni- 
versity for their consideration. The 
resolution states that guest dances 
will be limited to one a year and 
that these yearly dances will be al- 
ternate; a formal dance to be fol- 
lowed by an informal dance. Intra- 
fraternity dances will be permitted 
by permission of the dean of men 
and dean of women. 

In the past it was possible for a 
fraternity to have three dances in 
two years. Under the new resolu- 
tion fraternities will be limited to 
two dances in two years. Officials 
of the university suggested that the 
social organizations could work out 
a more satisfactory social calendar 
on this plan. 

The resolution will be sent to all 
the fraternities and sororities for 
discussion sometime in the near fu- 
ture. If it is favorably received, the 
committee will present it to the 
University Senate for final accep- 
tance.

New Manager Arranges to 
Establish Cooperative 
Hook System 

MORRIS ANNOUNCES 

INAU GURATI ON PLAN 

Rebindin* and Rejuvenation 
of Texts to Be Employ- 
ed by Store 

J. E. Morris, newly appointed 
manager of the University Campus 
Bookstore, announced yesterday the 
inauguration of a new system of 
buying and selling used books be- 
longing to the students of the uni- 
versity during the past years, and 
which will be used in the future. 

The system worked out by Mr. 
Morris plans to offer the student a 
sale price for used books at one- 
third of the list price. That is. if 
the bookstore has sold a book listed 
at $6.00 the book will be bought 
back again from that student for 
$2.00. At this time it will be re- 
bound and rejuvenated, and offered 
for sale at approximately two-thirds 
of the cost of a new book. 

The plan has been used in several 
schools and has proved profitable 
to both the bookstore and the stu- 
dent. It will eliminate the neces- 
sity of buying books at list price at 
the beginning of a school year, and 1 
of selling them at the end of that 
school year for a sum ridiculously 
OUt of proportion to the purchase , 
price. Again, it will encourage a 
stability in the textbooks used at 
the university. 

This differs from the method 
formerly employed by the Unlver- : 
sity Campus Bookstore in that all \ 
transactions will, be between the ■ 
student and the bookstore, and not ' 
between the student and buyers < 
representing the various publish- 
ing companies.

Miss Blanding sailed on Septem- 
ber 1, landing at London, and al- 
though it was her first trip abroad 
she remained in England the en- 
tire time Classes at the London 
School of Economics began in Octo- 
ber, and Miss Blanding took uo h»' 
residence in Chelsea, in historic old 
Crosby hall. 

This famous building was con- 
structed in the reign of Edward 
IV. and was owned bv the Duke of 
Gloucester. It is said that Shake- 
speare played there on several oc- 
casions. Later It came into the 
possession of Sir Thomas More, and 
and his gardens can still be seen 
near it. In recent times it was used 
as a market, until the Federation 
of University Women bought it and 
made it Into a club for foreign stu-

EXCELLENT RECORD 

Wallace Wade Highly Rec- 
nmmlnds "Spinner" 
for Wildrat Mentor 

John Spinner" Campbell, of Du- 
rante. Miss , star halfback of the 
University of Alabama football 
team, will coach the Kentucky 
backfield thi.s fall. Campbell was 
chosen last night by the athletic 
council of the university. Numer- 
ous men were mentioned for the 
position, including "Hank" Bruder 
of Northwestern University, John J. 
Elder of Notre Dame, "Mike" Far- 
roh of Iowa, and Campbell of Ala- 
bama. 

It was only at the last minute 
when fhe choice apparently was be- 
tween Bruder and Farroh that 
"Monk" Campbell asked to be con- 
sidered for backfield coach. Elder 
was also asked by Mr. Gamage if 
he would consider fhe Job. 

Campbell played on Stoll field on 
November 1, with the mighty Crim- 
son Tide of Alabama, who crushed 
the undefeated Kentucky eleven, 
19-0. He closed his career against 
the great and undefeated Washing- 
ton State aggregation by running 
44 yards for a touchdown through 
the greatest line any team boasted 
this past season. Hien and Ed- 
wards of the coast team were men- 
tioned for All-American berths and 
it was through these men, that 
•Spinner" Campbell reeled off his 
long run. 

Campbell is a matured player and 
a brilliant student of the game. He 
;howed the members of the athletic 
council that he thoroughly was ac- 
quainted with the game, by illus- 
trating the plays and signals used 
by Alabama. 

Campbell, who has the distinction 
of being the greatest spinner back 
in the South and p.obablv in the 
nation was highly recommended by 
Ooach Wallace Wade. 

He is 25 years old and a senior 
at the University of Alabama, where 
he played varsity football during 
the years. 1928. 1929 and 1930. He 
is a good basketball and baseball 
player and a dependable track star, 
although he has never competed in 
these sports while at Alabama. 

According to S. A. Boles, athletic 
director, he will also assist in bas- 
ketball and track. Kentucky has 
never had an assistant In these 
ports and Campbell will be a wor- 
thy addition to Adolph Rupp and 
Bernie Shively's competent coach- 
ing. 

Mr. Campbell will assume his du- 
ties at the university when spring 
practice opens. He left for Ala- 
bama yesterday to resume his stud- 
ies there after he had been inter- 
viewed Saturday by th 
council.

Tells How Halitosis 
Idea Was Originated 

Bad Breath Appeal Was 
Avoided Before Discov- 
ery of Medical Term 

The story of how Listerine made 
halitosis famous, and vice versa, 
was told by Gordon Sesgrove, of the 
Lambert & Feasley advertising 
agency, speaking before the drug 
and toilet goods group of the Ad- 
vertising Club of New York Sea- 
grove Is the author of the Listerine 
copy. 

His recital went back to 1921. 
when the Lambert Pharmacal Com- 
pany was spending about $110,000 
a year for advertising and showing 
profits of $115,000. 

"There are hundreds of stories 
about how the halitosis idea was 
developed," he said. "Here's the 
real one. 

"Marion Lambert, who has since 
died, had considered from time to 
time the possibility of advertising 
Listerine as a remedy for bad breath 
but had given it up for fear of of- 
fense to readers. 

Then a special meeting was held 
in St. Louis to consider new appeals 
Milton Feasley and I went down 
from the agency of Williams & 
Cunnyngham. of Chicago, which 
then had the account. 

"There was a lot of discussion at 
this meeting, and Marion Lambert 
brought up the subject of bad 
breath, but it was shelved. Finally 
we called in an old employe and 
asked him Just what uses there 
were for Listerine. anyway. He enu- 
merated the common ones, as mouth 
wash, gargle for sore throat, etc.,
